I have  the  honour  to  present  the  i.nnual  Report  for  the  year 


The  general  health  hc.s  shown  s.n  improvement  as  reflected  in 
the  statistics,  despite  a doubling  of  the  tuberculosis  notifications 
ana  the  presence  of  a measles  year..  . Fortunately'’,  ■ with  the  improvement  in 
medical  and  social  care,  there  are  less  cufter  effects  now  from  these 
illnesses  - especially  measles  which  more  commonly  resulted  in  chronic 
chest  and.  ear  infections  in  the  past. 

ii.pproximately  half  of  the  tuberculosis  . notifications  were 
in  relation  to  the  outbreak  at  High  Areal  School  in  the  late  Spring  and 
early  Summer.  Piost  of  the  children  were  not  advanced  cases  and  were 
back  to  school  full  time  within  three  to  four  months.  Prompt  action 
by  the  Chest  Clinics,  School  Her.lth  Service,  Oass  Radiography  Service 
and  Hea.lth  Depa.rtment,  confined  the-  outbreak  successfully.  The  public 
X-ray  survey  with  the  detection  of  only  two  cc.ses  - one  being  followed 
up  as  a contact  anywa.y,  was  very  reassuring  both  to  public  morale  -and 
to  the  Public  Health  Officia.ls. 

I am  plec.sed  to  say  that  the  nuraber  of  infant  deaths  is  the 
lowest  on  record  despite  the  severe  winter  and  the  continued  rise  in 
births  to  &I9.  The  nuraber  of  deaths  .under  one  yuar  of  elc-.ven,  gives 
the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  ever  of  13 ‘43,  compared  with  the 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  kO.9.  -The  neonatal  rate,  (deaths  under 
four  weeks)  was  also  very  low  compared  to  national  figures  r.t  8.55 
thousand  live  births.  . . . ■ ■ 

The  figures  generally  reflect  very  creditably  on  the 
1‘lidwifery  and  HeciLth  Visiting  services  in  co-operation  with  other 
Local  i-^uthority  Services,  Hospitals  and  Genera.l  Practitioners. 

In  the  causes  of  deaths  it  is  to  be  noted  that  Cancer  of 
Bronchus  rose  sharply  in  incidence  and  this  trend  will  continue  while 
smoking  and  its  advertising  proceed  unaba.ted.  although  the  association 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancar  is  statistically  very  striking  (10. 5 - 
more  likely  in  one  smoking  20  p(..r  dey  and  a non  smoker)  n^-vertheless, 
it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  iaillions  of  man  hours  are  lost  each 
year  attributa.ble  to  catarrh  and  acute  and  chronic  bronchitis,  also 
significantly  worse  in  cigarette  smokers. 

The  figures  of  iaimunisations  for  the  area,  for  I963  whilst 
being  reasonable,  must  be  at  least  kept  up  to  prevent  outbreaks  of-^ 
Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis.  In  areas  where  the  r^.tes  have  fallen 
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both  of  these  still  serious  diseases  have  found  unfortunate  victims. 
Measles,  which  was  notified  in  726  cases  during  the  year  and  which 
comes  in  bienniej.  epidemics,  may  soon  becoine  an  illness  like  Diphtheria 
and  now  Poliomyelitis  if  we,  in  this  Country,  follow  on  in  our  usuaJ. 
cautious  way  a year  or  two  after  the  U.S.S.K.  and  U.S.ii..  in  introducing 
a vaccine.  There  is  one  now  in  general  use  in  the  U.S.S.R.  and  less 
extensively  in  U.S.i-^.  Such  a vaccine  may  save  much  suffering  and 
disturbance  of  the  school  work. 

The  work  of  clearing  old  houses  hc*s  continued  well  and  there 
are  now  signs  of  completion  of  the  programme  within  a reasonable  period. 
The  most  difficult  problem  of  land  for  building,  unfortunately  shows 
only  a dv^terioration.^ 

Our  problem  of  smoke  control  for  which  there  was  money  in  the 
estimate,  received  an  unfortunate,  but  I trust  not  too  long  delay  in 
implementation  when  it  was  announced  that  gas  coke  production  was  being 
cut.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  problem  can  be  solved  quickly  and  that 
better  co-operation  between  Government  departments  , .a  nationalised 
industries  will  allow  more  secure  planning  in  the  future. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  tha.nk  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee,  Councillor  Mrs.  V.  Turton,  and  members  of  the  Health  Coriimittee, 
the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  guidance  a^nd  assistance  which  they 
halve  unfailingly  planned  at  my  disposal.

To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Coseley  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I consiaer  it  an  honour  and  privilege  as  well  as  a duty  to 
submit  a report  on  the  work  of  the  public  health  inspectors  and  the 
sanitary  circamstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  19^3 . 

Good  progress  has  been  maintained  in  carrying  out  the  Council's 
housing  clearance  prograiimie.  During  the  year  I36  houses  were  represent- 
ed as  being  unfit.  There  is  a siuiiraary  in  the  report  giving  the  position 
at  the  end  of  tne  year.  It  now  seems  likely  that  this  Council  wall 
continue  in  existence  long  enough  to  complete  there  prograMue.  The 
Winter  of  196^/63  was  one  of  the  severest  on  record  end  it  was  not 
surprising  that  it  caused  serious  deterioration  of  house  property 
especially  of  the  older  type  of  house  with  outside  wash-house  and  W.C. 

Action  was  taken  for  the  first  time  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1961,  in  respect  of  hous>..s  in  multiple  occupation.  This  legis- 
lation is  inadequate  and  is  to  be  augmented,  but  what  is  the  real  answer 
to  a problem  caused  by  the  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  on  the 
one  hand  c.nd  a desire  to  gi^t  rich  quickly  on  the  other? 

During  the  year  much  trouble  was  caused,  iirspecially  to  fir, 

Smcvll  your  Cleansing  Superintendent  and  his  staff,  by  the  itinerant 
cara.v£,n  dwellers.  It  siL.ems  a pity  that  some  more  long  term  answer  to  the 
problem  cannot  be  implemented,  for  it  is  sad  that  in  present  day  lingland 
there  are  children  growing  up  who  could  benefit  by  education  but  because 
of  the  Wcay  of  life  of  their  parents  receive  no  schooling. 

During  the  year  important  new  legisila.tion  concerning  food 
came  into  force.  Un  1st  January  the  Slaughterhouse  Construction 
Regulations  were  applied  to  Coseley.  The  new  aiec^t  Inspection  Regula- 
tions came  into  force  on  1st  October.  As  the  standard  of  inspection 
in  Coseley  wa.s  clrecudy  high  there  was  no  difficulty  in  applying  the 
n^.w  standc-rd  of  inspection  and  of  fitness. 

AS  would  be  expected  in  a district  such  as  ours  much  time  was 
devoted  to  the  investige tion  of  nuis>;-nces  caused  by  industry,  i.e., 
from  smoke,  dust  and  noise.  Whilst  slov;,  undoubtedly  some  progress  was 
made.  The  Council  heve  elso  used  their  powers  under  the  Tow/n  Planning 
^ct  to  purchc-sc  cuid  demolish  houses  in  close  proximity  to  heavy 
industry. 


The  Radioactive  Substc.nces  Act,  19^0,  came  into  force  on 
1st  December.  This  took  from  the  local  authorities  their  powers  to 
deal  with  ra-aio-u.ctive  ma-tcrials  and  set  up  an  inspectorate  at  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Loca.l  Government.  In  due  course  local 
a.uthorities  will  be  informed  of  any  potential  danger  within  their 
districts . 
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I regret  to  Sc.y  that  no  smoke  control  erc-a  has  yet  been  . 
estc.blished.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  lack  of  a consistent  national 
policy  which  would  encourage  the  consumption  of  smokeless  fuel.  If 
orily  the  cost  of  smokeless  fuels  could  be  reduced  then  more  people 
would  want  to  use  them.  It  would  be  wrong  from  this  to  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  no  progress  has  been  made  at  all.  More  and  more 
people  are  changing  voluntarily  to  smokeless  fuels  but  these  are 
people  who  can  well  afford  them.  During  the  year  the  Council 

completed  their  first  all-electric  flats  with  under  floor  h<^ating. 


dtaff  shortage  slowea  down  the  work  of  the  Department  again 
this  year,  of  the  three  inspectors  who  left  only  one  was  replaced  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I shoiiLd  like  to  thank  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  patience,  courtesy  and  support,  and  my  colleages  for  their 
willing  help  .,nd  co-operation.
